It is supposed that Mr. Burke was 


first assaulted and stabbed through 
the heart. Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish attempted to defend him, but 
he, too, was stabbed by the assasins. 
They repeatedly plunged their knives 


which is guarded by »large force of 
police. All the available force of 
constables is out searching for the 
assassins. There is a strong guard 
of military at the viceregal lodge.

into the breasts of their victims, and 
having cut their throats, they got on 
a car and drove rapidly from the 
park by the Chapelizod gate. 


A few minutes afterward, a map 


walking along the park road found 
the bodies covered with blood, and at 
oace informed the police, who had 
the bodies removed to th'e Stephens 
hospital. A slight examination was 
made, and it was found that Lord 
Frederick Cavendish's arm was also 
broken. 


The news rapidly spread and cre- 


ated the wildest excitement and con- 
sternation in the city. Lord Spen- 
cer and the vice-regal party were just 
going down to dinner at the lodge 
when the news was sent to them. 
Some members of the household were 
at the opera at the Gaiety Theatre 
and were sent for. When the cause 
of their departure was known the ex- 
citement was intense, and a proposal 
was made to stop the performance, 
which was immediately cut short. 
Lord Frederick Cavendish only ar- 
rived in Dublin this afternoon, along 
with Earl Spencer, the new Lord- 
Lieutenant. He was present at the 
installation ceremony in Dublin Cas- 
tle, and left there with Mr. Burke, 
his fellow victim, early in the eve- 
ning. It is stated that some lads 
riding bicycles in the park saw the 
attack and the murders, which were 
the work of less than a minute, and 
many people were within a few hun- 
dred yards of the scene of the assas 
sinstion, but no one appears to have 
been near enough to interfere. When 
the bodies were first found Lord 
Frederick Cavendish's lips were 
mov- 


ing, 
as if he were trying to speak, 


but he showed no further signs of 
consciousness. It is needless to say 
that the assassinations arc attributed 
to the Fenians, although this must 
be pure conjecture. 


The assassins were seen entering 


the park on a car and driving rapidly 
along the main road and, from all 
accounts, they must have encoun- 
tered their victims as they were cross- 
ing tho road. Kobbery could not 
have been their object as nothing on 
the bodies was touched. The de- 
tails of the tragedy are as follows: 
A boy named Jacob states that while 
birdnesting in the park he saw, about 
200 yards from where he' was and 
close" to the road, a group of men as 
if wrestling. He thought they were 
roughs, and did not pay attention to 
thorn. He then saw two men fall to 
the ground, and four others jump on 
a car and drive oft' toward Chapeli- 
zod, which lies in a direction oppo- 
site to tho city. They drove at a 
rapid pace, and he could not give 
any description of the appearance of 
the men. 


A gentlemen named Maguire and 


a friend, who were on tricycles, 
shortly before had passed Mr. Burke 
and Lord Frederick Cavendish when 
on their way along the main road 
through thermrk, and on their return 
journey they found the chief secrets-' 
ry lying in the center of the carriage- 
way and Mr. Burke prostrate upon 
the pathway. 


Both gentlemen were lying in large 


pools of blood. They informed the 
police at the Park Gate Station of 
what they had seen. The police at 
once proceeded to the scene of the 
murder and conveyed the bodies to 
the hospital. 


On examination it was found that 


Mr. Burke had received several stabs 
near the region of the heart and his 
throat had been cut almost complete 
ly across. 
His clothes were com- 


pletely saturated with blood, and tfra 
hemorrhage must have been tremen- 
dous. His clothes were also torn. 
His gloves had been torn in many 
places, and his hands bore narks 
suggestive of a fierce encounter with 
his assailants. Lord Frederick did 
not wear gloves. 
He had been 


stabbed in several places about the 
chest. One wound was through the 
right long and penetrated deeply. 
At the time of the dreadful occur 
rence the park, as might be expected 
on a lovely evening, was crowded in 
many places with people. It is a re- 
markable fact, and one suggesting 
that the murderous onslaught most 
have been short, terrible and decis- 
ive, that .many persons sitting and 
walking within a few hundred yards 
of where the bodies were found heard 
nothing of the affair. 


After the procession to-day the 


chief •secretary had discharged his 
official duties in connection with the 
ceremony of installation, and imme- 
diately returned off an outside car to 


hope it isn't true. 


LONDOS, May 8—5:30 a. m.—It 


was rumored last evening that two 
men had been arrested in connection 
•with the assassination, but the report 
proved unfounded. 


The Duke of Devonshire, the fath- 


er, and the Marquis of Hartington, 
the brother of Lord Frederick Cav- 
endish, have started for Dublin. 


It is thought the house of com- 


mons will adjourn 
shortly after 


meeting to-dny as a mark of sympa 
thy. 


It was announced officially Sun- 


day, that there was not the slightest 
foundation for the report of tie im- 
pending resignation of Earl Spencer. 


London society, beginning" with 


the Queen, who sent a telegram of 
condolence to Lord Frederick Cuvon- 
dish, has made a demonstration of 
sympathy as that which occurred ou 
the death of President Garfleild. 
Many columns of tho morning pa- 
pers are filled with tho names of 
those who called to express^ympathy 
with the relatives of Lord Frederick. 
The remains of Lord Frederick will 
be conveyed to England Tuesday, 
and interred at Chatsworth, Wednes- 
day. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Mr. West, 


the British Minister, has no intelli- 
gence from London respecting the 
assassination of Lord Cavendish and 
Under Secretary Burke, beyond a 
cable dispatch received to-day, which 
merely announced the fact. Mr. West 
declined to express any opinion ro 
garding the probable effect of the 
tragedy upon the policy of the gov- 
ernment or the attitude of the oppo- 
sition. He thinks tho assassination 
the work of Fenians, and that it was 
not concerted aud consummated by 
the Land Leaguers, who, of nil oth- 
ers, would not be likely, at this junc- 
ture, to jeopardize the success of 
their course by the committal of such 
an infamous crime. Up to a lato 
hour to-night Secretary Frelinghuy- 
sen had received no intelligence from 
Minister Lowell bearing on tho as- 
sassination.

The Aa«n»rtn as Seen In His Cell by 
Deoatur Visitors. 


OOn his recent visit offreven weeks in the 
east Judge J. B. Bice was accompanied 
by hie wife, Mrs. Race. They started east 
on March 16th, and visited about all the 
places they stopped at 25 years ago when 
they went east on their bridal tour. They 
arrived at Washington City on Monday, 
Match 20th, and in company with Mrs, 
Evans, who is well acquainted with the 
official in charge of the district jail, they 
called to see Charles J. Gnitean. They 
called between 11 and 12 o'clock, but as 
this was not the hour for the celebrated 
condemned criminal to receive visitors, an 
exception had to be made to the rule 
established, which was done through the 
courtesy of the official alluded to. The 
party was ushered into the presence of 
Guitean, who was found occupying nearly 
the whole end of the substantial prison. 
He had several cells at his disposal, in 
which he could receive callers and take 
exercise. Mr. Bace says Guitean was 
dressed most fastidiously, and assumed 
airs strangely in keeping with his terrible 
crime and condition. He wore a new suit 
of clothes cut in the latest fashion, a 
standing collar, cuds, and had just been 
freshly shaven when the party entered. 
The conversation was wholly of a personal 
character. In response to Mr. Bace's in- 
quiry why he was given so much liberty, 
the prisoner answered that it was done in 
obedience to instructions, that his (Guit- 
eau's) health might be preserved. Guitean 
was greatly interested when he learned 
that Mr. Race's home was in Illinois, and 
put several questions to his visitor before 
he learned that Decatur was the home of 
the Judge. Guiteau said he remembered 
Decatnr, that he had visited that beauti- 
ful town but once~18 years ago. Dis- 
played in the "reception cell" were a lot 
of books and papers and a stack of the 
prisoner's photographs. The Judge paid 
a dollar for one, and Guiteau's autograph, 
which he dashed off before delivering the 
picture.

Friday night Patsey was put in irons, and 
every possible care taken to prevent him 
from committing suicide, as he fully in- 
tends to do. He isjnow perfectly desperate, 
and will do anything that he can to cheat 
the gallows, but, as luck will have it, he 
will not be able to do that 


The people at Clinton now think the

THE REWAEDS. 


We find the following of interest in 


connection with this celebrated casein 
Saturday's Bloomington Leader: 


As has been previously stated in the 


daily papers, quite a handsome reward 
was offered for the ai rrest and conviction 
of the murderers of Aaron Goodfellow, 
the following amounts being publishe4 
almost immediately after the assassins 
did their devilish work, The city offered 
a reward of S500 for the arrest of each of 
the murderers; the Governor of the State 
S50 each; the sheriff S50 each; Mr. Good- 
fellow, a brother of Aaron Goodfellow, 
850 each, making in all §1,400 for the ar- 
rest and conviction of Devine and Wil- 
liams. As is well known, Detective Press 
Butler, who at that time was a member of 
the police force, interested himself with 
the case and worked up a sufficient 
amount of evidence to warrant him to 
proceed to New York, where his arrest 
was effected. Officer Butler was assiste4 
by a member of the Alton police force 
named Halicombe, who has since died, 
Most of the money which will be paid aB 
the reward for the arrest and conviction 
of Devine will go to Detective Butler, but 
of course he will have to pay out perhaps 
S?200 to Alton detectives who worked up 
certain points relating to the cose. It is 
piesumed that the reward will be paid as 
soon ns Patsey makes his exit from the 
scaffold.

Exterminating Eats. 


A writer in the Scientific American 


says: We clean our premises of the de- 
testable vermin, rats, by making white- 
wash yellow with copperas and covering 
the stone and rafters with it In every 
crevice in which a rat may go we put the 
crystals of the copperas and scatter in the 
corners of the floor. The result was a 
perfect stampede of rats and mice. Since 
that time not a footfall of either rats or 
mice has been "heard around the house. 
Bsery spring a coat of yellow wash is 
given the cellar as a purifier, as a rat ex- 
terminator, and no typhoid, dysentery or 
fever attacks the family. Many persons 
deliberately attract fall the rats in the 
neighborhood by leaving the fraite and 
vegetables uncovered in the cellar, and 
sometimes even the soap is left open for 
their regalement Cover up everything 
eatable in the cellar and pantry and you 
will soon starve them out These pre- 
cautions, joined to the service of a good 
cat, wiH prove as good a rat exterminator 
as the chemist can provide. We never al- 
low rats to be poisoned incur dwelling. 
They are so apt to die between the walls 
and produce much annoyance.
